As for
the growth, we saw a 1.3 point gain in ELA. We saw improvement in the overall student achievement
score and are above the state average in the area of closing the gaps in ELA and Mathematics.

Our financials are
aimed at the district rather than individual schools; however, next year the financials will reflect each
school.

NOTE J - OTHER COMMITMENTS AND CONTINGENCIES

The District has received significant assistance from state and federal agencies in the form
of various grants. The disbursements of funds received under these programs generally
requires compliance with the terms and conditions specified in the grant agreements and are
subject to audit by the grantor agency. Any disallowed claims resulting from such audits could
become a liability to the District. However, in the opinion of management, disallowed claims
will not have a material effect on any of the financial statements of the District as of June 30,
2019.

NOTE K - SUBSEQUENT EVENTS

Events that occur after the balance sheet date but before the financial statements were
available to be issued must be evaluated for recognition or disclosure. Management has
evaluated the activity of the District through December 2, 2019 (the date of the audit report)
and has concluded that no subsequent events have occurred that would require recognition
in the financial statements or disclosure in the notes to the financial statements.

NOTE L - CHARTER SCHOOLS

The District is a charter school in its entirety, one of three such schools in the State of
Wisconsin. The District’s entire budget is expended in four charter contracts: elementary,
middle school/high school, virtual school and Northstar charter school. All four charter
contracts expire at June 30, 2022.
